Gentlemen: 

Enclosed find sheet showing funds available for 
highway purposes from the State and amounts spent 
by the Town for same. Enclosed also find copy of the 
Town Highways Fund Claim and State Aid Construction 
Fund Claim, each giving a brief description of the work 
done, location of jobs and cost of same. 

Besides the above construction work, the old plank 
top bridge near East Topsham on your S. A. road No. 1 
was replaced with a new modern type METAL MUL- 
TIPLATE PIPE ARCH. This arch has a span of 13’ 3”, 
a rise of 8’ and an area of 85 sq. ft. of opening. It is of 
No. 3 gauge galvanized corrugated metal. The road 
way-width was increased from 14’ to 26’ and the ap- 
proaches regraded and resurfaced. Cost of the mate- 
rials and labor of installation only, was $3,706.10. Cost 
of temporary bridge, excavating, gravel and tarring the 
approaches was $2,560.21. The total cost of bridge was 
$6,266.31, 80% of this cost being paid by the State. Due 
to the lack of funds the State Aid Construction work 
north of the blacktop in East Topsham, was not com- 
pleted. It is expected that this job will be completed 
this year. If any blacktopping is contemplated, extra 
funds will probable be available for this work on a 2/3 
State, 1/3 Town basis. I mention this, at this time, 
so that you may anticipate the raising of the necessary 
funds. 

_ During the past summer, a survey was made of 
your Town Highway Systems, by our State Highway 
. Planning Survey, in co-operation with your town offi- 
cials. At this time all roads and bridges were measured, 
conditions of same noted and an estimate of the work 
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that should be done on them recorded. Milk, mail and 
school bus routes were noted. A map and necessary 
data will be made showing the deficencies in your high- 
way systems and bridges and an estimate of work to be 
done and cost of same. When this plan is available lI 
will meet with the Selectmen and go over the plan mak- 
ing any corrections or changes deemed necessary and 
get your approval. 

This plan should be of considerable help in future 
planning of your funds to be spent for highway con- 
struction and repair.

In accordance with established custom, we are pre- 
senting a summary of State assistance payments dur- 
ing 1949 to individuals applying from Topsham. 


These payments are financed entirely from State 
and Federal sources except Aid to Dependent Children 
in which the town or city participates to the extent of 
1214 percent and committed children for whom the 
municipality reimburses the State for one-half the cost. 
The cost of all programs reflects to a large degree the 
economic consequences of the devaluation of the Ameri- 
can Dollar in terms of purchasing power and its effect 
on savings and investments. 


Approximately 80 percent of all welfare and assis- 
tance in Vermont is now paid by the State. Vermont 
has proportionately fewer individuals receiving aid and 
smaller average payments than the National average. 
Over 95 cents out of each public assistance dollar is paid 
to recipients and less than 5 cents is used for adminis- 
tration. No other State has a better record.

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ANNUAL SCHOOL REPORT 


To the Voters of the Town of Topsham: 


May we again express our appreciation to you for 
your continued cooperation and support of your schools. 
We feel that we have closed a successful year, both from 
a standpoint of accomplishment and finances. The 
figures given on the following pages will we feel bear 
this out. You will notice that this Fiscal year is ending 
with a substantial balance on hand. This fiscal year 
must not be confused with the school year, which ends 
June 30. Money voted last March is for the school year 
beginning the following July 1st. Oftimes the money 
voted is not enough, and money has to be borrowed in 
anticipation of taxes, to finish a school year. Though 
perhaps legal, this is a questionable proceedure to fol- 
low as you then have used money which was voted for 
a definite purpose and time. This then causes the same 
proceedure year after year unless some windfall helps 
you out. This year we have received the full amount 
of our State Aid before the end of December of the Fis- 
cal year, so it appears in monies received, bringing 
our balance on hand up rather high. Up to this year 
we have always received this Aid in two installments, 
one in the Fall, the other in the Spring. We do not anti- 
cipate any more revenue for the balance of the school 
year, and if our estimated costs for the period between 
January 1 and June 30, of the current school year are 
correct we should end our year with a balance of ap- 
proximately $150.00. 


This will be possible only because of the additional 
aid from the state this year. This additional aid may be 
maintained by two main means. First-by the continued 
raising of a sufficiently high school tax in relation to 
the total taxes raised; and secondly, by the increasing 
cooperation of all parents in seeing that all children 
physically capable of attending school do so each day 
that school is in session if possible. Only in these ways 
may Topsham continue to receive as much aid as this 
year. | 

Continued improvements in the physical factors 
of our schools has been using more than the amount of 
monies budgeted or anticipated the past two years.

However as these improvements have been achieved we 
can reflect and see that they are intensely worth while. 
By efforts of the Community Club, the basement at 
Waits River has been completed. There is now a nice 
kitchen area, serving space, and tables for an excellent 
hot lunch program now in effect. Much credit should 
be given in each school where these lunches are put on. 
Certainly the children benefit tremendously by having 
this opportunity for warm wholesome food at noon. This 
is reflected by greater stamina and less school fatigue, 
especially for the beginners. 


Renovation of the old furnace at East Topsham, 
with installation of an oil burner and forced air con- 
ditioner was completed shortly after school opened last 
fall. This includes heat ducts to provide floor registers 
in each room. These will present the opportunity to 
dry out wet clothing, warm cold feet, etc. These are 
more sensible we feel than having all heat emanating 
from wall registers too high to provide these advan- 
tages. It will also cut down on janitor costs. 


We shall have to paint the outside of both West 
Topsham and Waits River schools soon, possibly this 
summer. Both need painting badly. 


We are gradually getting new textbooks to bring 
our studies up to date. This is a particularly slow job 
for the cost of new books is high, and we need so many 
that by the time we get anywhere near caught up, we 
have to start all over again. You will note in our pro- 
posed budget for the coming year that we anticipate 
spending approximately $50.00 more than this year. 
By doing so, we should have a good start toward provi- 
ding the best working tools for our schools. 

In order to carry out this, and other anticipated 
plans, we recommend a tax of $2.10 on the Grand List. 
We not only invite you to inspect the total report of your 
schools, but also your visitation at any time.
